Mr. Nnamdi Kanu, Director of clandestine Radio Biafra and leader of 
Radio Biafra faction of Indigenous People of Biafra (IPOB) is yet to 
be released from Nigeria Department of State Services (DSS) detention 
because he has not met the conditions of the court bail granted him. 


Kanu was on October 19 secretly arraigned by the DSS at Abuja 
Municipal Council Magistrate court where he was granted bail in the 
sum of N2 million or with surety of N2 million with a civil servant 
of grade level 16. He is still to meet the conditions of his bail and 
remains in detention. 


Billie (Human Rights Initiative) /Council of Elders is the other 
faction of IPOB. Radio Biafra was part of this IPOB until Kanu broke 
away to register his own IPOB which is now organizing protests for his 
release from detention. Mr. Egechukwu Obetta, Nnamdi Kanu's lawyer 
expressed to the media some logistical difficulties in meeting the 
terms of his client's bail. 


According to reliable sources, Radio Biafra IPOB Directorate of State 
held an emergency meeting yesterday where they agreed to implement 
Kanu's "commandments" if he is not released in the next few days. 


Masterweb on learning the purported arrest of Nnamdi Kanu, contacted 
DSS October 18 on his whereabouts and was told to call back later. 
Masterweb CEO/Publisher, Chief Charles 0. Okereke called back the 
following day and was told by DSS that: "He (Nnamdi Kanu) is with us 
in safe hands and we are carrying out investigations." 


Kanu was secretly arraigned by DSS at Abuja Municipal Council 
Magistrate court shortly after their statement to Chief Okereke. 


In July, Nigeria National Broadcasting Commission (NBC) announced they 
blocked Radio Biafra signal because it was operating illegally and 
broadcasting hate messages. Briefing Journalists after the NBC 
announcement and meeting between officials of Ministry of Information 
and President Buhari, Dr. Shade Yemi-Esan, Permanent Secretary, 
Ministry of Information said: iRight now the signals from radio Biafra 
have been jammed successfully by NBC. The commission is also working 
with security agencies to get those that are behind that radio because 
it is an illegal radio. It is not licensed by anybody to be on the 
airwaves in Nigeria.i 


Clandestine Radio Biafra contrary to claim by NBC of jamming it still 
broadcasts on satellite TV dubbed Biafra Television, Internet, FM, AM 
and shortwave (SW) frequencies; the shortwave they claim covers most 


of Africa and beyond. Nnamdi Kanu, Radio Biafra Director ina 
statement posted on their website, described their shortwave radio as 
iNuclear War Headi. 


Will Kanu's prosecution in court clip the wings of Radio Biafra? The 
answer will unfold as the case drags out. Stay tuned here on Masterweb

Noted Chinese classical music Firedrake jammer yesterday afternoon (19 
October) here in New Brunswick using a Tecsun PL-880 inside the house 
with just its whip antenna at listenable level around 2030 UT on 9745 
kHz -- presumably directed against the Taiwanese military station 
Kuanghua Chih Sheng (Voice of Kuanghua or, as suggested by a 
department colleague, Voice of Shining China). The Firedrake 
transmission stopped at about 21:00 UTC. Couldn't detect Kuanghua Chih

Check also various frequency list these days, in order to investigate 
the target station before; Aoki Nagoya Japan fq database show two US 
IBB RFA Chinese sce outlets on 9745 kHz in A-15 season, which are 
always accompanied by China mainland Firedrake jamming. Aoki userlist:

9745 1900-2100 KWT x R.FREE ASIA Chinese IBB Kuwait relay 1-7 wb

Thanks, Wolfgang. Yes, it would make more sense that the jammer was 
directed against Radio Free Asia seeing as it cut off at 2100 UT -- 
the same time as the end of the RFA transmission. But it's a bit 
strange that Voice of Kuanghua and RFA with the same target are on the 
air at the same time. Or, is Voice of Kuanghua no longer active on 
this frequency? (Richard Langley, ibid.) 


Not reported Voice of Kuanghua program operations on shortwave from 
Taiwan recently, last word was some refurbishing or repair work at 
their two SW transmitter sites of Alliss / RIGID type like antennas of 
Ampegon, which is the SW manufacturing operation at Turgi, Switzerland 
(originally ex BrownBoverie / ABB), and the antenna operation in 
Schifferstadt (ex Mannheim) Germany, both of which were also formerly

16 the transmitter was switched on at 0505 and soon followed by at 
least three clear station ID's and announcements in Spanish.

1796, DXLD 15-42) 


5005+, Oct 16 at 0540, JBA carrier, slightly on hi side. Checked after 
Stig Hartvig Nielsen’s HCDX report from Denmark that R. Bata has been 
signing on around 0500, i.e. Oct 13 at tune in 0505 on 5005.02, and 
about the same time next mornings, 5005.05 on Oct 16. For him, it 
starts fading out around 0515 and is lost by 0545. So I must try 
closer to 0500 UT subsequently. 


Other recent reports of the reactivated Bata are as early as 0425, 
which would be propagationally better for all concerned, and on the 
low side, 5004.9.

I 
have noticed in the past that around this time it does go clear, as if 
a mixing transmitter signed off. But if no one else hears that whistle 
(before 0030), then it probably *isx local (Hiscock, ibid.) 


Well, 9935 usually sounds like crap with a constant whine in the 
background.. and tons of people hear it, so it isnt a local RFI type 
issue (Paul Walker, AR, ibid.) 


But we are talking about 9420 now (gh, DXLD) Hi Paul. Not sure your 
point regarding 9935 kHz? Discussion is 9420 kHz. 73, (Brandon 


Jordan, ibid.) 


Just mentioning it for sake of discussion. Oddly enough, I'm hearing 


the SAME whine typically associated with VoG's 9935 on another 
frequency, not associated with VoG (Paul 0107 UT, ibid.) 


That is a possibility. I just checked and Aoki lists VOIRI 9420 1700- 
0030. VoG is 7 Hz high, on 9420.007. I'll try and remember to check 
this tomorrow evening and see if I am getting the het. 


Hets are a dime a dozen out there on shortwave. I was about to say 
"thankfully, not so much on mediumwave", but as a DXer those hets can 
mean the presence of a prime DX target so --- not saying that ;) 73, 
(Brandon Jordan, TN, ibid.) 


Well, someone's reporting hearing it on 9420 tonight; and while I've 
never heard it there, I have heard it on 9935 often. Someone thinks it 
could be The voice of Iran beating against Greece. I noted the SAME 
exact low pitched whine heard on 9935, but it's over on 9510, a 
frequency listed as being The Voice of Iran. 


All this time, we thought something was wrong with the Voice Of 
Greece's transmitter or set up. Could it really have been Iran? I 
don't understand hets at all; this sounds like a whine, like something 
is broken! Here's a short video of it on 9510:

There is no doubt whatsoever that the whine on 9935 is coming out of 
Greece's own transmitter. Wolfy has explained how there are really 
multiple spurs beating against each other. It’s only there when Greece 
is on the air. Iran is not on or near 9935. 


If there is a het on Greece 9420, it is probably from Iran's off- 
frequency transmitter, scheduled on 9420, and the same transmitter 
scheduled at other times on 9510 --- sometimes that is on frequency, 
sometimes off. There won't be a het there unless there is another 
station on 9510.0 which there usually is not. Tonight at 0056 I 
noticed it was on-frequency 9510.00 but distorted and now developing 
its own whine (Glenn Hauser, ibid.) 


I haven't followed the het/whine discussion too closely, but I 
definitely heard the same whine from 9935 on 9510 Tuesday night (Paul 
Walker, ibid.) 


I bet it’s not the same --- exactly the same pitch(es), spectrum of 
spurs (gh, DXLD)

In spite of the people who sold their DTVs, the hard-working people of 
Mexico deserve something better than this rushed DTV transition (Danny

That implies that there is a larger rural population 
than exists in more developed countries. The need for broadcast 
television service is massive, especially when you get to the rural 
areas that have lower average incomes and lower cable penetration. 
This is why the broadcasters maintain so many shadow channels. When

it listed somewhere north of 400 transmitter sites it owns, with 
locations I'd never heard of like Hostotipaquillo, Jalisco, and Santo 
Tomas Oxchuc, Chiapas.

There are so many little villages everywhere it's amazing. I've done a 
lot of Street View looks at Mexico while appraising locations of FM 
and TV transmitters. It's so varied it's crazy. 


And if you had this many errors in Monterrey, try doing Tuxtla or 
Acapulco. Oh boy there are some rough times ahead for this transition 
(Raymie, ibid.) 


14 months ago, the son of the director of a community radio station in 
Luvianos, Estado de MExico, was assassinated. 


And last week, his community radio station, Calentana Mexiquense, was 
seized and taken off air in an effort between the IFT and the Marines.

The transmitter is 25 kW and the antenna 
tower is located about 40 km north-east of Cape Town on Blaauw Blomme 


Kloof Farm, actually quite close to another AM station's tower, that 
of 567 Cape Talk. 


Also in train, but not yet on air is LM Radio on 702 kHz from 
Johannesburg. This harps back to the old station from Lourenco Marques 
(now Maputo) in Mocambique, broadcast on SW in the 60s and 70s, with 
music, comedy etc. Those were the days when you took your transistor 
radio to the beach in Cape Town and listened to LM music and banter in 
the sunshine. It operates on FM in Maputo now, also Lesotho. The live 
stream at toth identifies with FM frequencies and satellite but not AM 
yet. English ads refer to the 'Lowveld', which is close to Mocambique, 
and places in Mocambique, not Johannesburg. Ads also in Portuguese. 
Radio 702 which was on that frequency has shifted to FM. 


Yet another licence has been granted for 540 talkSPORT modelled on 
UTV's station of the same name in the UK and also to be centred in 
Johannesburg/Pretoria. No sign of this yet. Best 73 (Graham Bell, 
Simon's Town, Oct 17, WORLD OF RADIO 1796, DX LISTENING DIGEST)

Madonsela's SABC report flawed - Motsoeneng's lawyer 

Motsoeneng being ‘lynched' - supporter 
Cape Town fh The SABC has charged its COO Hlaudi Motsoeneng with 
misconduct ahead of his disciplinary hearing at the end of the month, 
News24 can exclusively reveal on Friday. 


The charge sheet and hearing notice, which Motsoeneng signed on 
Monday, charged Motsoeneng with a number of acts of misconduct. News24 
is in possession of the charge sheet. The document was compiled by 
SABC board chairperson Prof Mbulaheni Obert Maguvhe. 


He explained in the letter that the board was of the view that 
disciplinary proceedings should be instituted pursuant to the outcome 
of court action between the public broadcaster and the Democratic 
Alliance at the Supreme Court of Appeal. 


The SCA recently upheld a Western Cape High Court order by Judge 


Ashton Schippers that Motsoeneng be suspended for 60 days while a 
disciplinary hearing into his alleged malfeasance was conducted. 


Motsoeneng on Tuesday filed an application in the Constitutional Court 
for leave to appeal the SCA judgment in respect of the suspension. 


His disciplinary hearing is scheduled for October 30. Maguvhe said the 
alleged acts were viewed iin a very serious lighti. Should he be found 
guilty, ithe SABC will request that strong action be taken against 
you, which may include dismissali. 


The charge sheet, which News24 has obtained a copy of, listed the 
following alleged acts of misconduct: 


Gross dishonesty (alternatively misrepresentation) : 


That when Motsoeneng applied for a position as a trainee journalist in 
March 1995, he said on an application form that he had passed Standard 
10 (matric) at age 23 with the following subjects and symbols: 
iEnglish E, South Sotho E, Afrikaans E, Bibs E and History Fi. It 
alleged that Motsoeneng misrepresented facts relating to his 
qualifications in that he did not possess the Standard 10 he alleged 
to have passed in his application form. It also said he was appointed 
on the basis that he had passed. 


Gross dishonesty 


That when applying for the position of Current Affairs executive 
producer at the SABC in 2003, the broadcaster said he had not been 
truthful about a position he included on his CV. It charged him with 
misleading the SABC into believing he was once employed as head of 
communications at the Northern Cape tourism department. 


Abuse of position (alternatively gross negligence) 


That when he was a part of an SABC selection panel, he abused his 
position as acting COO by appointing a candidate that never applied 
for a position, and whom he interviewed despite her not being 
shortlisted. 


Gross misconduct 

That he created a new position for an employee without advertising it 
internally or externally or holding interviews. It was further alleged 
that he transferred the employee to the new position without approval 


from the executive committee. 


Abuse of position 


That while Acting COO, he unfairly dismissed senior staff members of 
the SABC for differing in opinion to him. 


Gross misconduct 


That he unilaterally increased his salary and two others, which 
constituted unauthorised expenditure in terms of the Public Finance 
Management Act.

[Re 15-41]: BBG: CUTTING THROUGH THE FOG --- Huh, I just finished 
reading this long text. Now I take a breath and try to tell what 
catched my attention. That Messaging and Countering organization 
raises more question than answer: will it be an administrative organ 
or just a policy? Will it affect us, radio listeners? 


I hardly think that radio is the right medium to tackle extremism. At 
least not a news format radio station. If they want to fight against 
extremism, terrorism, etc. etc., they must relax their format and 
allow radio play, drama, soap opera like english service of Deutsche 
Welle does. In DW's radioplays they choose a subject and organize the 
play around that theme in 4-5 minutes of radioplay transmitted to 


Africa. For example, my imagined theme is personal higiene, then i 
want to transmit the message "wash your hand after toilet, but, if you 
wash it before too, that's better; you will not die from it." 


We need a good script writer, actors, actresses (usually they can be 
the radio presenters themselves), some music, then editing and 
broadcasting into the spheres and waiting for the reactions. Maybe the 
listeners will be too shy to admit they did not wash their hands 
before or even after --- that complicates the audience research part 
and makes hard to prepare the next theme. 


We can target population with these very simple messages quite well. 
But how to target those who are in the making of a bomb while 
listening to VOA, well, that's a good question. I hardly think that 
those people are listening to VOA. I think this is a segmentational 
problem where the BBG doesn't know well VOA's listener basis (market 
if you like it better). That's why they came up with this extreme idea 
of sending messages around the world asking their listeners not to 
bomb the world. Or, this is just a fashion subject, maybe that's how 
they want to insure money from the Federal part of the U.S. 


Friends, did you realize that we talk about state-financed/sponsored 
organizations and their competition for our attention? They are all 
different and try to raise our attention with different techniques. 
One state-financed organization does well for decades, another's 
performance is hectic, another's so-so, while another behaves like an 
old, tired man who rather wanting to go into pension. So, they are

Lest you 
think they are retro, followed by robotic voice saying that James has 
a cold, but then human voices, including James? Trouble is, now 
there's a mixture at almost equal level with tango songs in Spanish, 
sounds like Gardel. At first I think it’s meant to be background for 
some strange reason, but continues distracting and QRMing past 0137. 
Check LSB and neither audio is there, both on USB only.

Carlos Gardel tango is in fact mentioned with Episode #1. I don’t see 
anything about the other program they were supposedly airing, ‘Broad 
Spectrum Radio’. ‘‘In the future we will also be sending out QSL cards

Regular readers of the JMB.mx blog know that Iim a very avid shortwave 
radio listener. I am fascinated by the idea that a radio station on 
the other side of the world can broadcast a signal and I can pick it 
up (thanks to radio waves bouncing off of the ionosphere) thousands of 
miles away, but I also love the way that radio waves donit respect 
national borders. 


Positively, Shortwave radio lets listeners hear stations that provide 
alternative perspectives. While some countries try to jam these 
signals, generally no country can block its citizens from hearing all 
shortwave frequencies. 


Negatively, the freedom of Shortwave radio allows some of the worst of 
human tendencies to get an outsized voice. When it comes to Shortwave 
commercial broadcasters in the USA, the stations tend to have a very 
narrow set of perspectives being broadcast fh the majority being 
fundamentalist Christian groups (some more moderately evangelical but 
most being on the fringe of insanity IMHO), with the rest being a mix 
of extremely conservative Catholic religious broadcasting (EWTN), 
several racist groups (including a ikKingdom Identityi sect that 
promotes an anti-semitic Anglo-Israel message), and paranoid 
conspiracy nuts like Alex Jones. Which of course seems like a crying 
shame, that the many shortwave listeners around the world are hearing 
such a biased and distorted perspective on America and its people. 


So0 in light of all of this, I saw an interesting announcement on the 
website of the one of the commercial shortwave stations in the USA, 
that airtime was available for a very low-cost. The station in 
question broadcasts an interesting but also rather troubling mix of 
programs, including the racist groups discussed above, yet I also 
appreciate the fact that they are free speech purists and are willing 
to sell air time to almost anyone. And of course that means that the 
fundamentalists and racists donit get a monopoly on the shortwave 
bands. 


So in light of that, Iive decide to a launch a radio project. 


I donit yet have a name for the project, but Iim planning to broadcast 
a weekly one hour broadcast on 9330 mhz [sic] via WBCQ (broadcasting 


from Monticello, Maine, with the best reception stretching from 
approximately Milwaukee, Wisconsin, southeast through Chicago and then 
onward through much of the Upper Midwest and Lower Appalachia through 
South Carolina, and then varying degrees of reception radiating out 
from there, with some good chances of reception in other parts of the 
USA, Canada, the Caribbean, Central & South America and possibly 
Western Europe.

My rough schedule for the hour broadcast might look something like 
this0 


0-5 minutes introduction to program, thanks to sponsors (assuming I 
can get some, etc.) 

5-15 minutes (NEED TITLE) fA Program on peace, nonviolence and social

15-18 minutes A Program ID, Music and/or sponsor announcement 

18-28 minutes A (NEED TITLE) fA Program on Human rights and the law 
28-30 minutes fA Program ID, Music and/or sponsor announcements 

30-60 minutes fh (NEED TITLE) A Mennonite program, exploring issues of 
peace, social justice, economy and theology from a progressive / 
anarchist Mennonite perspective, probably a sermon along with some 
good singing, but maybe also some interviews, story telling, etc. 

So then besides doing the over-the-air broadcasts, the individual 
programs would be available for online download as podcasts or 
possibly streaming format. 


This might all be craziness but I think it is doable, assuming I can 
get some folks lined up to help me make this happen. 


The needed elements would beOd 


1. Around $125/month to purchase airtime. 

2. Some musicians who would be willing to let their songs be played 
(without paying royalties). 

3. Ideally some content providers, folks who might be willing to put 
together some short audio segments (i.e. the 10 minute program on 
peace, the 10 minute program on human rights and the law and the 30 
minute Mennonite program), or else who might be willing to write copy 
that I could read for some of those segments. 

4. A lot of help in promoting the programming via social media. 

5. Possibly an organizational sponsor 6 I am up for doing this on my 
own if need be, but it might be easier to pull off with some folks 
helping. 


So anyway thatis what Iim working on. Iive told the station that Iim 
committing for a weekly slot in October but the odds of this happening 


over the long-haul will dependent on the level of help I can get from 
the community! 


On the money side of things, donations are certainly welcome and can 
be sent via paypal through this button. Iim paying for the first month 
out of my pocket but if I can get some donations for future 
programming that would be pretty awesome!** (Glenn Hauser, OK, WORLD

xx US A. 5830, Oct 15 at 0608, WTWW-1 is OFF, but 5085, WTWW-2 is on 
with usual Art Bell show. At 1446, WTWW-1 is still off, neither on 
9475 nor 5830. What has Ted done now? #1 programming is of course 
first priority by the SFAW owners, even tho it’s mostly 10+year-old 
stuff from passE Pastor Pete Peters; so why doesn’t he put that 
programming on the #2 transmitter (most of the time), either on #1 
frequencies or #2 frequencies? Then there's the #3 transmitter which 
apparently funxions only in the afternoons on 12105 (not always). 
Evidently #1 has failed, and lacks the flexibility to shift things 
around. At 1636 UT Oct 15, nothing on 12105, 9930, nor 9475, all off. 


9475, all day Oct 15 at random chex, WTWW-1 continues to be AWOL, nor 
anything on 9930, the WTWW-2 frequency. However, 12105, Oct 15 circa 
2110 UT, WTWW-3 is on the air with Bibling in French (unlike a couple 
days ago when it was dead air for hours and hours). And WTWW-2 had 
succeeded in broadcasting Art Bell on 5085 at 0608 UT Oct 15 while 
WTWW-1 was off 5830. So the other two transmitters are funxional, even 
if neither is being employed for petunia-pushing Pastor Pete Peters. 
Perhaps Ted does not know how to operate 2 or 3 on any but their 
originally programmed frequencies. 


5830, Oct 16 at 0541, after a few days silence, WTWW-1 is finally back 
on with PPPP, only fair signal here, while WTWW-2 with Art Bell is 
very good, below the MUF. Day frequency of WTWW-1, 9475, is also on at 
1426 Oct 16 check. 


9475, Oct 19 at 0058, WTWW-1 is still on here, but very poor, not yet 
on 5830, nor at 0107. So much for my previous obs that they were 
prudently downing the frequency earlier. Nothing on 5085 either from 
WTWW-2 which usually on UT Mondays has Ted running the QSO show. 


12105, WTWW-3 is JBA at 0116 (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A. 9370, Oct 19 at 0115, WWRB is still on day frequency with BS 
very poor, nothing on 5050, but 3185 was on already at 0108 (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A. 9974.90, Oct 16 at 0056, KVOH at S9+25 with a ‘TruNews* clip 
of Netanyahu, soon followed by Rick Wiles promoting his warped view of 
the world. Frequency continues to vary slightly from time to time 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A. 17775.35 approx., Oct 16 at 1858, KVOH is off-frequency here 
too, like 9975v; usually I’m not using the NRD-545 before its 1900 
sign-off, where it’s easily measured. 


9974.94 approx., Oct 18 at 0057 tune-in, no signal, but KVOH comes on 
at *0058 with IDs, 0059 sign-on as 9.975 and intro a *‘*‘news summary’ ° 
--- I expected *‘Mutualradionews’* as on their schedule, but this was 
only for a minute, outroed instead as TruNews. One item was really 
Olds, as it referred to the Democratic debate ‘‘last night**, which 
means this was recorded on Wednesday, at least 3 days ago! At 0101, 
*““proudly’* introducing **‘Radio Mystery Theatre with E. G. Marshall’ 
(the for-example guy) (leaving out the CBS), which was recorded more 
like 40 years ago, but holds up better. According to 

http: //www.cbsrmt.com/ there are 1,399 episodes available for free 
download, spanning 1974-1982y. 


9974.935 approx., Oct 21 at 0058, TruNews by Gregg Moore; 0059 KVOH 
ID, 0100 more TruNews headlines by him, then ‘Living Way’. Ray 
Robinson of KVOH tells me what happened to Mutual Radio News; 
evidently the name too has been retired:

WRNO frequency is varying! is not stable - hopped some 5 Hertz around 
0220 UT, but is now down more 51 Hertz at 0237 UT. Reached odd 
7504.7745 kHz now. Nearby 7570 WRMI Okeechobee on S=9+5dB only, not as 
strong as usual, low Propagation tonight towards North America? 
(Wolfgang B,schel, dxldyg via DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Hi Wolfy, Oct 20 - WRNO seemed to be on about 7504.74, from 0306 to 
0322, with "Country Roads" religious show, with Tom & Judy Durington, 
both reading from the Bible (Ron Howard, California, ibid.) 


Is there any rule that says that a SW station has to round up/down to 
the nearest KC? I don't think there is any violation. I guess the 
issue here is the wavering/varying; and they've (apparently) lost 
control of their frequency (B-T-M, ibid.) 


Hi David, Back in June 2010, Larry Thom (former Chief Engineer WRNO) 
wrote to me: 


"The frequency is actually off a little due to a defective oscillator, 
and the replacements turned out to be too large to fit in the driver 
area of the transmitter. We are working to get new ones but so far 
they have not arrived." 


So still not fixed in 2015. Larry left the station years ago and 
wonder what their engineering department looks like now without him?

All US Broadcast stations are licensed to certain (even) frequencies. 
There is also an allowed frequency deviation, specified as a 
percentage, which is much less than the variations we find on some SW 
stations --- but like everything else with FCC, there is little or no 
enforcement. Years ago I calculated the legal limits of **7505°*. One 
could dig it out from the DXLD archive (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING 
DIGEST) 


xx US A. Members, I suspected that one day Facebook would be useful 
for this Group. There is a Group run by Paul B Walker (now of Texas 
[sic], previously California) called I love AM radio. 


On that forum Allen Ogrizovich reports from his Florida base that WBOB 
in Jacksonville, Florida on 600 kHz has moved from the WRTH details 
onto their Construction Permit basis.

Dan -- If you look on the FCC data site (or Cavell & Mertz) you will 
find that many stations in Florida presently operate at night with 
higher powers through an "STA" or Special Temporary Authorization for 
the expressed purpose of overcoming Cuban interference. The 
interference question is not limited to Florida, as 1050 in the San 
Francisco Bay area has operated with an STA for years to overcome 
interference from a Mexican station in Baja California. Methinks that 
WBOB did it just because it was easier than applying/reapplying every 
six months, so they changed the /license/ instead of just continuing 
the power charade. Also, with the easing of Cuban relations in the US, 
if the Cubans ever dial down the power, the STA stations will no 
longer have a reason to ask for the higher power (not that it won't be 
needed with the dramatic increase in man-made noise on the MW band.) 
(Richard Lucas, mwmasts yg via DXLD) 


xx US A. 620, KEXB, Plano/Dallas: Mark Sills phoned to say that as 
this new business format was starting up, another Salem station, the 
one on 1160, was running a continuous loop referring their listeners 
to 620.

xk US A. 860, Oct 16 at 0122, KKOW Pittsburg KS with **20/20 
weather’*, forecasting cooloff there like here into the 60s/40s, then 
cowboy & indian love song. At least their weather is not colored, like 
some radio stations claim, on a totally aural medium except for 
synesthesians (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A. Re gh’s log: **950 KRWZ CO Parker fA 10/5 0050 fA Immediately 
upon tune-in, ID as iCruisini 9507, classic rock. Close enough to NRC 
AM Log-listed name for KRWZ Parker CO, iCruisini Oldies.i Originally 
KIMN in Denver; wonder why they officially moved to Parker? Parker is 
near the KOA 850 transmitter site. But Radio-Locator shows KRWZ site 
is nowhere near there, really on the NE side of Denver toward 
Brighton; 5/5 kW U3. (GH-OK)*° 


Station changed city of license to allow an FM station licensed to 
Parker to move elsewhere; transmitter site didnit change (David Yocis, 
DDXD-West, NRC DX News Oct 19 via DXLD) 


xx US A. 1100, Oct 20 at 0624 UT, heavy CCI about equal levels 
between WTAM Cleveland OH, and KNZZ Grand Junxion CO, making a fast 


SAH. The latter mentions ‘‘western slope’*, keywords for there (like 
““front range’*, not eastern slope, for Denver/CS/Pueblo), ID, then 
back to “Red Eye Radio’ --- NRC AM Log 2015-2016 does not list it as a 


RER affiliate (while WTAM is on ‘C2CAM’). KNZZ is 50/10 kW U12, which 
means non-direxional day and critical hours, direxional night. Night 
pattern should be tight figure-8 NNW/SSE or so, and not like we are 
getting it, presumably really on ND day pattern not nulling toward 
Cleveland. Does WTAM care? (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A. 1200, Oct 18 at 0140 UT, WOAI San Antonio is still 
remarkably weak, with CCI, apparently WOAI the one with a silly 
footballgame. It’s eclipsed by inbooming 1210 KGYN Guymon OK on day 
pattern as usual.

Isolating this 
as much as possible from WOAI, the DF I get is NW/SE, which doesn‘t 
compute, as there is nothing on 1200 between here and Vancouver, nor 
to the SE this side of a little Florida station. (Not to overlook 
country KYOO Bolivar MO, but supposed to be a 1 kW daytimer; and 
religious KFNW Fargo ND 50/13 kW.) I must still suspect WAMB Nashville 
TN, from the east, which has been caught cheating before.

1200, Oct 21 at 0622 UT, WOAI San Antonio TX is once again remarkably 
weak, so suspect still on aux unit, or something else is drastically 
wrong, rather than 50/50 kW ND. Has CCI I can’t null from another talk 
station, but the latter is religious so suspect KFNW West Fargo ND --- 
yes, after Little Rock AR reference in program outro, full ID at 0631

On a hunch, I try Mankato 
MN for KTOE, and she is on there, but Sunday night, not UT Sunday. WOC

at 6 pm CT [starting at 23+ UT] (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING

2300 UT as losing out to WLAC with Fox *‘news’*, TOH ID as WQQW 
(letters pronounced in English), i.e. Highland IL, 1 kW daytimer near 
St Louis MO, conveniently direxional southwestward. Official October 
sundown will be 2315 UT until sunrise 1200 UT (November: 2245 UT to 
1245 UT). Yes, it’s a sibling station to KQQZ 1190, KZQZ 1430 (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A. New logging: 1520 KYND Cypress, Texas October 8 8:00 pm EDT: 
Atop ending rock vocal, then "You've been listening to programming 


provided by GNE studios ... send us an email at tellmydj.com ... ", 


the same China Radio International spiel I've heard dozens of times on 
CHIN whilst vainly trying to hear some overnight DX on 1540. Easily 
heard again the next two nights at this time over KOKC; nothing said 
after the announcement, which is sometimes cut off in mid-sentence. 

No ID, but there are no other known GNE affiliates on 1520. 


Glenn Hauser in DX Listening Digest said that KYND is QRMing KOKC at 
sunrise and sunset in Enid OK and suspects they're off-pattern. 25 kW 
daytimer with 18 kW Critical Hours, same East-favoring pattern. TX 
#115, no call changes (Steve Francis, Alcoa, Tennessee, Realistic TRF, 
Select-a-tenna, Intermatic timer, Oct 20, amfmtvdx at qth.net via 
DXLD) 


Yup, definitely KYND; if you want a QSL, I'm good friends with their 
GM and can connect you two. Sign off in mid sentence happens because 
they're carrying a feed from elsewhere and the transmitter is ona 
timer (Paul Walker, NRC-AM via DXLD) 


xx US A. 1530, Oct 18 at 0601 UT, YL ID for Radio Mujer, seemingly 
three times in a row; still can’t copy all the details vs CCI, but 
sure sounds like she mentions KLVE, 95.1 FM Bastrop. The FCC has no 
95.1 in Bastrop and no station with those or similar calls. Anyhow we 
know the 1530 station is really KZNX Creedmore TX (Austin market). 


Wayne Heinen of the NRC AM Log says the 95.1 with same ownership as 
1530 KZNX is: K236AY, 99 watt translator licensed to Westlake Hills, 
apparently now relaying KZNX 1530 instead of KTXZ 1120. 


But what is this *‘KLVE’*(?) they keep IDing as? The real KLVEs are in 
California, or KLBE is in North Dakota, none on 95.1. BTW, WTFDA DB 
comes up with 18 listings in TX on 95.1; FCC FM Query comes up with 
35, including CPs, APPs, USEs fA whatever that means (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A. Official Changes from the FCC and the CRTC --- According to 
numerous published sources, the FCC is now considering the final draft 
1AM Revitalization Projecti regulations. Of the various proposals that 
were first announced a couple years ago, all of them seem ready to go 
forward with one exception fA the proposal to open a window for 
applications for new FM translators, exclusively for existing AM 
stations. How adding more FM translators was supposed to revitalize 
the AM band was never clear to us, but the problem seems to be that at 
least some Commissioners donit think itis fair to give existing AM 
stations a leg up over other potential applicants for new FM 
translators. But those favoring the move are working hard to influence 
the FCCis final decision, which is expected later this year.

If, as expected, the FCC relaxes the iratchet rule,i expect this 


column to grow a bit over the next few months. The current rule is 
that stations implementing a CP canit increase interference to any 
existing station, so stations that have lost their transmitter sites 
and need to find a new one almost inevitably have to reduce power, as 
thereis usually a station in whichever direction one moves. Add in the 
need to maintain a legally and economically viable coverage area, and 
you get the current situation in which many stations are operating 
with STAs because they canit find a transmitter site that works. A 
relaxation of the FCC rules should allow more of these stations to 
apply for CPs that implement permanent solutions to these issues.

Further to last issueis discussion of the AM revitalization plan 
currently before the FCC, Commissioners Ajit Pai and Mignon Clyburn 
issued conflicting statements on October 1 on the issue of whether the 
FCC would open an exclusive window for AM broadcasters to obtain new 
FM translators. On October 7, in an address to the National Religious 
Broadcastersi Presidentis Council, Commissioner Pai fA who supports the 
window fh offered a compromise with Commissioner Clyburnis position, in 
which AM stations could receive waivers during 2016 to purchase 
existing translators and move them up to 250 miles, and a special new 
translator window for AM stations would follow in 2017. The FCC has a 
scheduled meeting on October 22. A proposal (reported on earlier here) 
to streamline the process for reviewing foreign ownership proposals 
for broadcast stations is on the draft agenda, but AM revitalization 
is not on the agenda fi yet. So, as they say, stay tuned! (David Yocis, 
NRC DX News Oct 19 via DXLD)

Ed Walker, a fixture on Washington radio for more than 60 years, will 
end his career next week with the airing of his final program on WAMU 
(88.5 FM), his broadcast home since 1990. 


Walker, 83, is battling cancer and is retiring to focus on his health, 
WAMU said in a statement Thursday. He has entered a skilled nursing 


facility. 


For the past quarter-century, Walker has been the host of "The Big 


Broadcast," a four-hour weekly retrospective of programs from radio's 
golden age, such as "Gunsmoke" and "Johnny Dollar." The Sunday-night 
program is WAMU's longest-running, airing since 1964. 


Walker is well known to an earlier generation of radio listeners as 
half of the "Joy Boys," the daily entertainment and comedy program 
that he co-hosted with Willard Scott on local stations from 1955 to 
1974. 


Scott, who went on to become the weatherman on NBC's "Today" show, 
first teamed with Walker on the radio when the two were classmates at 
American University in Washington, the owner of WAMU. 


After the "Joy Boys" left the air, Walker worked for other Washington- 
area radio and TV stations, including WJLA (Channel 7) from 1975 until 
1980. 


As an AU student in 1950, Walker was among the founding members of 
WAMU, then a campus radio station broadcasting on the AM band. 


Born blind, Walker began listening to radio as a child in the 1930s. 
"Radio was everything to me, not being able to see," he once told 
WAMU. 


"The sound on radio was important. Radio took the place of comic books 
and newspapers and the funnies and all that stuff. So I grew up with 
it." He was elected to the Radio Hall of Fame in 2009 as a local radio 
"pioneer." 


Walker's last program was recorded this week at WAMU and will air Oct. 
25, the station said. "The Big Broadcast," regularly the most popular 
local radio program in its time slot, will remain on the air, WAMU 

said. A successor to Walker hasn't been named (via Mike Cooper, DXLD) 


After hearing his last show, he died --- obits next issue (gh)

#1. The 107.5 is KHYT Tucson. KPHQ-LP is on the air but is too far 
away from me (it's west of I-17) to be useful. 


#2. As to 99.3, some station with a pop-sounding song (I wouldn't 
think KEMP but...) fighting it out with the KFNN translator. It was a 
real dogfight. The other station could be KEMP or even KRWV-LP Gold 
Canyon, though the format doesn't fit either (more likely KEMP). 


#3. 102.1 also really varies. When I did the bandscan, KFMA 
dominated. In the car, it was KAHM. 


#4. KQMR beats out KHOV (which isn't a simulcast with KHOT, 
whoops). (Raymie Humbert, Phunix AZ, Sept 27, WTFDA Forum via DXLD) 


Ooh lovely, another station or two when my little whip went 
horizontal. 


The first is a CSN station, KVJC Globe. 660 watts and was rather 
finicky. Its location is similar to KRDE. I am outside the signal 
contour, so it's a bit of a surprise. While trying to figure out what 
sort of Christian it was, I was told that Jesus helped take down the 
Berlin Wall, so I've got that going for me, which is nice. 


The other is a station I expected to receive but didn't, K241BQ 96.1 
Usery Mountain. The database needs to be updated here. K241BQ is not 
// KIKO-FM; it is instead // KBSZ AM 1260 with a comedy format. It 
seems reception of K241BQ vis-a-vis KLPX Tucson really depends on 
antenna position. 


To recap, I receive Christian FMs on 88.3 (half the time), 89.1, 89.9, 
90.3, 91.9, 96.5 (this is the Laveen translator, not KESZ, it's Air 
1), and 105.5. You think that's enough Christianity? On AM there's 
KIDR (Spanish), KXXT, KCKY (Spanish), KXEG, KIHP, KPXQ, and KASA. 
That's 13.5 Christian radio stations out here, not all of which are 
unique. 


I also love how our local FM dial has what I call the "grupera 
wasteland", with grupera stations and one religious outlet between 
104.7 (KZZP) and 107.9 (KMLE). Until I learned Spanish, that entire 
portion of the dial would have been useless to me. Honestly, it still 
is. It does not help that most of our Regional Mexican stations have 
multiple transmitters (Raymie Oct 13, ibid.) 


Raymie, sounds like a crowded band there. Arizona was one of my best 
states for Es in the analog TV days and FM in the 1970s-1980s. Very 
common state here (Danny Oglethorpe, Shreveport, LA, Oct 13, ibid.) 


Those Tucson FMs get out extremely well. Yesterday I found myself 
listening to KRQQ, often with decent reception, at the Arizona State 
University campus in Tempe. 94.9 and 96.1 were masked, and 107.5 was 
snowy. This was at 93.8 miles from KRQQ! That's about the longest I've 
ever picked up a station. I wonder if due to our recent rains, some 
light enhancement is the cause (sort of similar to getting Tucson 94.9 
before it was covered over). (Excuse the bump, it's the closest I'll 
get to DXing.) (Raymie, Oct 20, ibid.) 


xk US A. MSNBC, Oct 18 at 1851.5 UT, on ‘Meet the Press’, Chuck Todd 
once again promises to *‘be back in 45 seconds’’, but the commercial 
break before final segment lasts xalmost 3 minutesx (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


*xx VATICAN [non?]. 9480, Vatican Radio at 0050 with Hindi program to 
0059 and ID and into Tamil program - Very Good Oct 17 (Joe Robinson- 
ON, ODXA YRX via DXLD) not listed anywhere. Does anyone know if this 
is via the Vatican or elsewhere? - ed (Mark Coady, ibid.) 


This has been on 11730 and sometimes audible here, so a move, or 
addition? Not pre-B15, when not scheduled on 9480 either (gh, DXLD) 


11730, Oct 21 at 0057, Vatican Radio in S Asian language, sufficient 
even here, scheduled Hindi into Tamil at 0100 for a few more days. 


I checked this after finding a JBA carrier on 9480, useless against 
the splash from 9475 WTWW-1 which is still on day frequency as late as 
0105. Joe Robinson in Ontario reported to ODXA he was hearing VR Hindi 
there too on unlisted frequency, site? Nor is it listed in HFCC B-15.

Canada. Other possible fundamentals to land on 5800 are 1160 and 580. 
It would be considerably west of here if making a sunset pattern/power 
reduxion circa 0100 UT. 


The abrupt cutoff a few minutes before the hour, however, smax of a 
mixing product with some SW station, like WWCR/WNQM, but 5800 is not 
1300 kHz away from any WWCR frequency, and meanwhile 6115 is still on 
as is 4840. 4840 plus 960 = 5800, but programming and cutoff don't 
work for this to be an external mix between WWCR and local KGWA Enid.

Play-DX Philatelic --- AN ALBANIAN RADIO STAMP 


One of Europeis most interesting countries is undoubtedly Albania. 
From a historical point of view it has a lot to offer. Much remains 
from early civilisations. 


For centuries Albania was part of the Ottoman Empire which explains 
why Islam is the major religion in the country. But there are also 
Catholics and Orthodox Christians. 


Two Albanians have achieved worldwide fame. One is the Albanian 
national hero Skanderbeg and the other is Mother Theresa of Calcutta. 
Albania became an independent state in 1912 but the first years were 
far from easy. The idea was for Albania to be a monarchy with a German 
prince as king. 


The Prince of Wied arrived in the country in 1914 but before he could 
be crowned Albanian patriots forced him to leave the country. However, 
Albania became a kingdom in the 1920s when President Ahmed Zogu 
crowned himself as king in 1928. All this and much more is mirrored in 
Albanian philately. 


On 28 November 1938 Radio Tirana went on the air for the first time. 
Later on the station in the capital was followed by a number of small 
regional stations some of which operated on shortwave. 


Older readers probably remember Radio K,sesi [sic] on 6666 kHz. In the 
1970s this was one of this columnistis favourite stations. Today 
broadcasting in Albania is basically limited to the FM band (and the 
Internet). Radio Tirana, the foreign service, still uses medium-wave 
and shortwave to reach its listeners in Europe and North America. 


Strangely enough the Albanian Post Office has issued very few stamps 
devoted to radio broadcasting. Fortunately there are some exceptions. 


In 1978 Albania released a 25q stamp spotlighting the countryis mass 
media. The stamp shows daily newspapers, radio and television. Here we 
find antennas and radio and TV receivers. The newspapers can be 
identified and include titles like Zeri e Popullit which was the organ 
of Albaniais Labour Party during the countryis socialist period. 


Those who listen to Radio Tirana Today will hear press reviews quoting 
papers like Panorama and Shqip. The stamp discussed here [illustrated] 
has a low catalogue value but as it is part of a set it might be 
rather difficult to get hold of it (Christer Brunstr*m, Play DX 
Electronic 18 Oct via DXLD)

In Chad Graciais iThe Russian Woodpecker,i a Kiev theater designer, 


Fedor Alexandrovich, investigates his shocking hypothesis connecting a 
mammoth missile alert structure near Chernobyl to the 1986 nuclear 
disaster there. Whatever the facts, Mr. Graciais messily structured 
film works best as a document of fear in todayis Ukraine and as a kind 
of ghost story about the Soviet Union. 


Mr. Alexandrovich spent his early childhood in the city of Chernobyl 
but was shipped to an orphanage when the radioactive meltdown 
happened. 


Presented as an extravagant live-wire creative type, this wild-eyed 
artist undertakes a symbolic journey back home and a series of hard- 
hitting interviews with former Soviet officials. He believes the 
catastrophe was engineered to cover up the failure of the missile- 
alert system. Westerners nicknamed the structure the Russian 
Woodpecker for the tapping noise of its shortwave barrage; it 
resembles the gridwork of a rock concert stage. 


The interview parade of graying officials is overwhelming, and Mr. 
Gracia unnecessarily fosters the sense of a conspiracy theory, partly 
just by telling a confusingly stitched-together history. But those 
aspects also make the film feel like a local product, personal to all 
involved, including the director of photography, Artem Ryzhykov, who 
was shot and wounded during the 2014 Kiev protests. Mr. Alexandrovich 
puts that upheaval in the context of what he calls Chernobyl 
igenocidei and Russiais 1930s purges.

This seems to fit into something else and that is the message from 
Fatima. Mary at Fatima, Portugal warned that due to the sins of 
mankind, that Jesus would punish mankind for it's sins by using Russia 
as the instrument of chastisement. Russia would "spread her errors 
throughout the world, causing wars and persecutions of the Church. The 
good will be martyred, the Holy Father will have much to suffer, 
various nations will be annihilated." 


Russia seems to be using a type of "psychotronics" against the West. 
The "woodpecker" signal could also be a type of over-the-horizon 
radar. No one really knows what it is for. 7.83 Hertz is a good signal 
called Schumann Resonance. But the Soviets used (and are using) 10.80 
Hertz could cause riotous behavior (via DXLD) 


Following after that is a recording of it(?) from an SDR like UTwente:

ROCKWELL COLLINS HF-2050 


I now have a good working Rockwell Collins HF-2050 :) I was unable to 
get the non-working one working, but I obtained another in nice, good 
working condition. For now I'll hang onto the non-working one for 
Spare parts and there is always the possibility I might someday find 
an A3 board at a reasonable price. 


The HF-2050 was designed by Rockwell Collins for the Canadian Armed 


Forces. Most were built in Canada at the Toronto plant, and as such, 
they are currently cheering for the Blue Jays. Later they will be 
cheering for the Leafs - not that such cheering can make a difference 
for the Leafs. They were used by Air Command [now Royal Canadian Air 
Force], Maritime Command [now the Royal Canadian Navy] and Mobile 
Command [now Canadian Army]. 


They were used for NORAD purposes, logistical purposes, in destroyers, 
frigates, supply ships and submarines. Most including mine were built 
in 1986. The contract appears to have commenced in 1984, the project 
ended in 1991 due to austerity and the end of the Cold War. They 
served pretty much in the 1988 to 1998 era, but quite a few were 
phased out in 1992. Look for one with the "serviceable’* sticker on 
them - they seemed to be ones that were retired in good health. 


There is some evidence of a few being "de-milled’* but that was likely 
due to a frustrated Lt. Col. losing his or her cool rather than 
Canadian military policy. Why smash something when it can go to the 
Coast Guard, the RCMP, or CFB Mountainview? It may well be that the 
ones that were de-milled were hopeless cases. If you saw your techs 
wasting too much time trying to bring one back to life, perhaps a pair 
of pliers or a hammer might be the only solution. 


They were rather limited production and do have more than their share 
of quirkiness if you are not able to cater to their temperature needs. 
I suspect the lower serial numbers may have been the quirkiest. For 
example, my non-working 300s serial number lacks extra refinements 
seen in my workings 800s serial number - such a ferrite beads on the 
leads of every tantalum capacitor. 


The HF-2050 was the first receiver to use DSP technology, with a 
conventional 3 MHz IF stage followed by DSP IF giving brick wall 
bandwidths. A rather effective noise blanker was also part of the 
package, as was 30 memories [a few rare ones had 100], BIT [built in 
test], etc. 


They have a reputation of drawing a lot of current and running hot. 
They live up to this reputation. This was also a good part of the 
reason they were phased out by a military establishment that now flies 
30 year old fighter aircraft. 


There are several reasons for running so hot - using an off-the-shelf 
linear power supply and stuffing it into a small compartment, having 
too high a voltage ahead of the voltage regulators - partly due to a 
bizarre LC filtering network that stepped up the voltage feeding into 
the power supply beyond the power supplies specs, etc. 


I actually received my working HF-2050 a few weeks ago and have been 


spending the last while coming up with solutions for the heat issue in 
order to enhance its lifespan. 


Rather than remove the LC network, I went with an autotransformer 
[external] which drops my household 120 volts down to a nice 100 
volts. That autotransformer is a Hammond, made in Canada, no less. 
This 100 volts gets stepped up to about 110 to 115 by the internal LC 
network, then goes into the internal power supply transformers 
primary. The result is a much more normal voltage ahead of the 
regulators and a power supply which now runs very warm, rather than 
hot. And, wattage consumption has dropped from 100 watts to 75 watts. 
That's saving 25 watts of internal heat right there. 


Next tip is ensuring that the heat sink makes firm physical contact 
with the top cover - this also helps get the heat to the outside. One 
of the reasons for the steel plates riveted over the covers was to 
firm up the cover to allow for tighter contact. The other was to 
enhance RFI as the HF-2050 was often rack mounted with other 
communications equipment and the Canadian military didn't want the 
USSR navy locating a Canadian submarine that way. 


Finally, I added two cooling fans on top. By simply putting these fans 
on top with low profile rubber feet, their own weight holds them 
nicely in place - no need to drill holes, etc. One is over the power 
supply module while the other is over the vent holes for the 
microprocessor, which also runs hot. These fans are 120 mm in diameter 
[4.7 inches] but are only 58 cfm. The reason they are only 58 cfm is 
because they run at a slow 1700 rpm and thus are very quiet. 


Next tip is to turn off when not needed, something the Canadian 
military could not do: ‘Ready Aye Ready’. 


Tradition has it that as the greatest radio ever built in Canada, they 
should proudly sit on 4 hockey pucks - to act as ventilation spacers. 
Mine sits on 4 NHL approved Slovakian Pucks with Leafs logos on them - 
that is the only team available at our local Wal-Mart. I was too lazy 
to make a special pilgrimage to Canadian Tire as my son wanted more 
PokEmon cards and my daughter more Shop-Kins. 


The HF-2050 is well known for its excellent audio recovery. But, it 
takes some experimenting speaker-wise to make the most of it. The 
internal 2-inch speaker works better than one would think. But 2 
inches is still 2 inches and the right external speaker improves 
things a lot. 


Due to the brick wall filters and the fact that the widest bandwidth 
is a DX friendly 6 kHz [compare this to an R-390A with 16, followed by 
8 [actually 11] kHz and a Racal RA6790/GM commonly with 20 kHz 


followed by 8.4] there is a definite harshness or ringing at the audio 
edges - e.g. around 3 kHz. 


While a speaker with a peak there enhances clarity it also emphasizes 
the harshness, contributing to listening fatigue. After trying about 8 
different speakers I found that the Energy V-Mini speaker works very 
well, giving excellent intelligibility for hearing an ID from a weak 
signal in the background of a strong signal while avoiding listening 
fatigue. Normally having a tweeter is a no-no for a communications 
receiver, but the HF-2050 does not mind as it is so hiss free. Plus, 
the tweeter sounds nice when off-tuning a strong signal by 3 kHz, thus 
allowing a 6 kHz IF bandwidth to translate in 6 kHz of audio. 


As a broadcast DXer, what makes the HF-2050 special to me are the 
following [no particular order]: 


1. very sensitive - it’s as sensitive on LW and MW as it is on HF. 

2. frequency coverage is from 14 kHz to 30 MHz. And yes, it’s 
sensitive all the way down to 14 kHz. It’s almost scary how well it 
brings in the "big" European LW staions - so steady, so fade free. 

3. very, very quiet. No hiss, no phase noise. 

4. Nice AGC 

5. Bizarre tuning rates that I actually like. Many DXers don't like 
those rates. 

6. An uncanny ability to hear weak stations in the background of 
strong stations. 

7. Amazing ability to reject IBOC interference, especially when using 
ECSS. 

8. It warms a radio room more than some R-390As [eg. an R-390A with a 
solid state current regulator, rectifiers etc.].

It's OK; we fly B-52s made in the 1950's. 


I have a couple of ancient hockey pucks somewhere from the 1970s from 
the Dallas Blackhawks, farm team at the time for Chicago. I am sorry 
you have to deal with the Maple Laffs. 


I use a rather large speaker made for RCA with my Eton E1-XM. It makes 
a huge difference and I have less ear fatigue. I'll bet its hotter 
than a firecracker.

A lot of US Navy digital signals are down there for the back-up to the 
back-up to the back-up for submarine comms. I used to install radios 
on submarines that went down to 76 Hz. The antenna for that was a 
floating wire that was LOOOOQOOOOOOONG.

Military radios are great at this because often you are looking for a 
weak analog signal and from someone who could be in a bit of a mess 
needing help.

That's important up there in Canada. You can use all the heat you can 
get. Great to see you got a real nice radio, Phil (Kevin Redding, 
Crump, TN, ibid.) 


QUICK QUESTION ABOUT AM DXING IN THE CITY 


Hello Mr. Hauser - I enjoy World Of Radio and particularly enjoy 
reading your notes on AM and TV DXing. Back in the late 1970s and 
early 1980s I always enjoyed trying to hear distant stations at night 
without ever knowing there was a hobby called DXing. Started doing it 
again as an adult after I got my first shortwave radio about two years 
ago and discovered the hobby through the Internet. Makes me a 
tragically late arrival. 


I personally donit know any other DXers and I have a couple of 
questions. If you have a minute Iid appreciate a bit of guidance. 
First, I live in Dallas. Surrounded by all sorts of AM stations and a 
major airport (Love Field). I do most of my listening on a Grundig 
Satellit 750 with a rotating LW/MW antenna that helps to null the 
signals. 


Do you have any suggestions for improving my ability to pull in 
stations with all that broadcast traffic in the area? Would some sort 
of external loop antenna be any help? I also have a question about the 
Nissan stock radio you list in DX News. I understand car radios do a 
far better job separating signals. Are you using that radio in your 
car or have you created some setup to take advantage of that stock 
Nissan with a good antenna? 


Thanks again for all your info. Once I pay off my new tires Iill 
try and get you something to help with World of Radio. Youire like 
NPR. Every time I listen I feel like I need to do something to keep 
the show going (Michael Tate, Dallas, TX, Oct 15, via DX LISTENING 
DIGEST) 


Hi Michael, Good to hear from you. Glad you enjoy World of Radio. 


You may be able to improve the situation with some external antennas, 
but only so much can be done in an RF-congested metroplex area. You 
might find it less frustrating to specialize in shortwave rather than 
mediumwave. 


I am not into antenna experimentation myself tho could probably 
benefit from it. So cannot give any specific advice. Some enthusiasts 
employ a D-KAZ antenna, and/or the phasing technique to reduce or 
eliminate local signals. You could read about this in some of the open 
forums even without joining, such as:

No, my car radio remains in the car. I don’t think it is anything 
special, tho as you say it can beat other radios depending on the 
circumstances.

Hi Glenn, Thanks for your advice. I worked on both SW & MW reception 
this weekend and feel like Iim starting to finally get the real hang 
of it. Antennas have been my dilemma ever since I started trying to 
listen for anything distant. The problem is space. Our 1925 home is on 
a lot that is roughly 501i x 150i. Not even enough room to stretch a 
decent longwire. 


I appreciate your suggestion to try more shortwave DXing. It was SWL 
that caused me to get the Grundig in the first place. I wanted one 
back around 1980 or so but I was 14, had no money and decent radios 
were expensive. Between the cost & the notion I might start getting my 
news from the Soviets and East Germans, my dad didnit find it a 
worthwhile investment. As it is now I can receive fair to excellent 
shortwave signals coming to or from North America. Cuba is good & some 
South American signals are decent but I get very few broadcasts from 
overseas. Without a decent external antenna Iim at the mercy of the 
atmosphere. So Till keep working at figuring out how to pull in more 
SW signals under the circumstances. The same goes for MW. Part of the 
challenge Till work with is pulling out the odd signal amongst all the 
static in Dallas & Fort Worth with that ferrite bar. Iid really like 
to contribute to the logs and I will, but my good catches may be few 


and far between. 


I have one more technical question then Iill vanish back into 
listening. Do the mountain ranges affect propagation from the two 
coasts to the middle of the country for SW or MW? Iive picked up 

WSB in Atlanta and a gospel station in North Carolina but nothing from 
the coasts. Donit think Iive ever pulled in WBCQ down here. Iive seen 
you log some signals from Nevada in DX News, but almost all the West 
Coast entries come from John Wilkins in Colorado. Will we ever get 
good signals from KYW in Philadelphia or KGO in San Francisco?

Michael, OK, good luck in improving your reception situation. 


As for mountain ranges, they really don’t affect long-range 
propagation on MW or SW. Much more important for MW is the single-hop 
skip distance, which is limited to maybe 1000 miles, so that’s why we 
seldom get anything from the coasts. Of course there are other 
factors, such as stations with direxional patterns unfavorable for us 
(like up and down the west or east coast). KGO is such a case. KNBR 
680 on the other hand, is non-direxional, as are KFI-640, KNX-1070, so 
in those cases all you have to cope with is the interference from 
closer stations. KYW 1060 also has a null in our direxion. 


My Las Vegas catches on 720 and 840 were certainly anomalies, as I was 
explaining, compared to their supposed patterns. But they are just 
under 1000 miles. 


I would say that even less so are mountains an obstacle for SW. Both 
MW skywave and SW come in at an elevated angle having bounced off the 
ionosphere, so unless you are right next to a high mountain range, (or 
a cliff), there wouldn't be any blockage (Glenn Hauser, Oct 19, to 
Mike via DXLD)

An antenna that is efficient for high angles may briefly outperform 
otherwise superior long haul DX (i.e. low angle pick-up) antennas. 


There used to be a station near Madrid, Spain on 1359 kHz that ran big 
power into a Near Vertical Incidence Skywave antenna (horizontal 
dipole?) to push out high angle skip to penetrate isolated valley 
areas between mountains. Here in Massachusetts during mid-evening the 
station was no stronger than other high band Spain stations in the 5 
to 10 kW class. But as dawn reached Madrid, the signal came up and got 


crazy-loud, often the strongest station from across the "pond" at the 
time. 


160-m hams have reported that they have brief periods when a low 
dipole or horizontal loop below quarter-wave height ("cloud burner") 
contacts DX that their big verticals or high-altitude beams or dipoles 
miss. 95% of the time it's the other way around, of course (Mark 
Connelly, WALION, South Yarmouth, MA, ibid.) 
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Highlights of Solar and Geomagnetic Activity 12 - 18 October 2015 


Solar activity ranged from low to moderate (R1-Minor) activity 
levels. Low levels were observed on 12-14 and 18 October with 
moderate levels observed on 15-17 October. Region 2434 (S10, L=163, 
class/area Dki/260 on 17 Oct) produced a majority of the 
period&#39;s activity with 33 C-class flares and two M1/S£ flares 
observed on 15/2331 UTC and 16/0616 UTC. M1 flare activity was also 
observed from Region 2437 (S19, L=096, class/area Hax/060 on 18 Oct) 
at 17/2023 UTC and 17/2042 UTC. Regions 2435 (S15, L=123, class/area 
Hax/030 on 17 Oct) and 2436 (NO9, L=112, class/area Eai/210 on 18 
Oct) also produced a few C-class flares. No Earth-directed coronal 
mass ejections were observed during the summary period. 


No proton events were observed at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit was at 
high levels on 12-17 October with moderate levels recorded on 18 
October. The high levels were all due to an enhanced solar wind 
envirornment caused by coronal hole high speed streams (CH HSS). 


Geomagnetic field activity ranged from quiet to minor storm 
(G1-Minor) levels. Quiet to minor storm levels were observed on 
12-14 October as Earth&#39;s geomagnetic field was under the 
influence of a positive polarity CH HSS. During this time frame, 
solar wind speeds reached a peak of about 615 km/s early on 13 
October before declining to about 450 km/s by the end of the 14th. 
From 15-17 October, quiet to unsettled levels were observed with an 
isolated active period observed late on the 17th. Winds speeds, 
during this time frame, further declined to reach a low of about 335 


km/s late on the 17th. Field levels increased to unsettled to minor 
storm levels on 18 October as an equatorial, positive polarity CH 
HSS moved into a geoeffective position. Wind speed increased to a 
peak of near 480 km/s by about 18/1800 UTC, total field strength 
peaked at 12 nT while the Bz component reached a maximum southward 
extent of -8 nT at about 18/0800 UTC. 


FORECAST OF SOLAR AND GEOMAGNETIC ACTIVITY 19 OCT - 14 NOV 2015 


Solar activity is expected to be at low levels with M-class (R1-R2 
Minor-Moderate) flares likely through 29 October as Regions 2434 and 
2437 transit the disk. Very low to low levels are expected from 30 
October to 06 November. Activity levels are expected to be at low 
levels with M-class flares likely from 07-14 November as old Regions

From 03-14 November, activity levels are expected to increase to 
unsettled to minor to major storm levels (G1-G2 Minor-Moderate) as a 
large, recurrent, equatorial, positve polarity CH HSS rotates into a 
geoeffective position. Minor to major storm levels are possible on 
Q3-05 November with minor storm levels possible on 08-10 and 14
